Orchard Springs last Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday. The award was made 
on Friday by Prof M. \'. Atwood. of 
Cornell Univeralty, New York, who 1m 
a trained newspaper man. He Was se- 
lected as Judge of the eqntaatjhalnt an 
outsider and a stranger' tA''aflrltantue- 
ky newspaper men. 

Tin- <-mitt St {or this year was pro- 
posed at the mid-wlnter meeting of 
the Kentucky Press Association held 
St Lexington during the last week of 
t)ecemt>er, 1921, by Prof. Knoch Ore- 
haji of the Department of .lournalism 
University of Kentucky, He person- 
ally offered caab.yriaaa of tti to the 
winner, tlB to the seeoiid beat, and 
$10 to the paper rated third. The As- 
sociation appointed a committee lu 
work out the details of the contest and 
tba . ipolnta. and paroentagea under 
wblbh the grading ahould be done. All 
newspapers In the State were given a 
copy of the plan. It waa announced 
that early In June an laaue of some 
week In April or May would be called 
for, No newspaper would have any 
Idea as to what week would be chos- 
en. 

WTien the call came on June 1 It waa 
for three Issues. .April I'Ist and iSth. 
and .May 12th. These copies were sent 
to Prof. Atwood. wbo Workad .out the 
matter before tha AatoMatlOn mat on 
June 29lh. The coptag Of 'tlia''Oomeat- 
inR papers were On asbtbtt'at. ^e As- 
sociation. 

The rules laid dowii by the Press 
Associstlon provided scoring by points 
til,' various featurea making up 
i ipTs. In hia report Prof. At- 
wood aaya: . 

"After I had completed the Judging 
on the point basia 1 then went over 
the pai'.is In a somewhat different 
way. and it picaaed me to see that It 
made no difference in the ranking of 
the prise winners." 

The Anderson News, Keen John^^cn 
editor, won the second i>rlze. and ih- 
Oldham Era was awarded third prize 
The latter paper is edited by Mr. Daw- 
son, predldent of the Preaa Aaaocla- 
tlon this year. 

Naturally, the office force Of the Big 
Sandy News, those who labor day af- 
ter day, wc.'k In and week out, to make 
and keep this ]iaper good enough to 
stand at the head of the Hat in Ken- 
tucky, And considerable gratlfleatlon 
In winning the first prlte again. The 
honor has an added value when be- 
stowcii as the Judgment of a man of 
I'rof. Aiwood's attainments. 

A goodly ahare of the honor is due 
our large and faithful staff of corres- 
pondents, and We take pleasure In ac- 
knowledging thus fact Just here. 

And we want Louisa and tawrence 
county, and the Big Sandy Valley, to 
feel that this victory is theirs also. 
A newspaper Is not strictly a private 
enterprise: it is a semi-public institu- 
tion, or should be. Every community 
that la to progresa must have the ser- 
vice that only a good newspaper can 
give. Therefore the aucceaa or fail- 
ure of a newspaper la a matter of Im- 
portance to the entire public within 
the limits of Its tleld of labor. 

There was a day, not very far dis- 
tant, (and perhaps not yet entirely ob- 
literated) when the mountalna of Ken- 
tucky were tightly regarded by other 
parts of the state. If the Big Sandy 
News, established and continuously 
published by natives, has helped some- 
what to correct tboae erroneous Ideas 
and brlnft about a greater decree of 
respect for the mountain people, we 
have our reward.

REGISTRATION LAW 
KILLED BY COURT 



The Court of Appeals has decltled 
that the new law re<|ulrlng registra- 
tion of all Kentucky voters July lUth 
.«nd 11th 1." unconsrltutlonal. It falls to 
provide for .siifricient special rcgisTa- 
tlon and for certain features covering 
the years following this, in tba opin- 
ion of the court. 

The decision shows the way to a 
proper registration la,w and ill.- •i..xi 
Legislature, no doubt, will cure the 
defects and enact tba btw. Sometbing 
of this kind is neieestary to ihake fair 
elections possible In I^julsvllle. v'ov 
ingt.in. and the larg.r coal mining 
centers where thousands of iUpgal 
votea are c««t by the proet^ 'Ot re- 
peating and by voting men who are 
not legally iiualiilcd. A law that w;ll 
l.ji-v.iit Kuch frauils IS favored hy fv- 
eryliody who w.iiits fair elections.

Pire destroyed the .Sanitary Steam 
Laundry at PlkevilK. at 1:30 p. m. Fri- 
day. The fire caught In the woodwork 
where the smokestack passes through

The rapidity of the flames was added 
to br tba tact the woodwork of the 
bitlldmg Wia ptae. The north and west 
walls of tha building which were of 
■oncreie W«r0 6hlmbled by the exces- 
.slve heat. The laundry was one of the 
best in the country and had recently 
been equipped with machinery and ap- 
pliances valuetl at $20,000. It was lo- 
cated at the north on Fifth street and 
was owned Jointly by E. S. Shurleff 
and W. K. Elliott. The total hMs is ea- 
tlmated at )26,000 with 112,600 Insur- 
ance. The building was only recently 
Inspected and approved by the state 
tire marshal. Nineteen young women 
.mil several young men were on the 
(layroll at the laundry. 

The general store of Brit Potter at 
Yeager was deatroyed by fire at 11 p. 
■Ti Sunday. .Mr. Potter carried a large

City Council Holds 

Meeting July Fourth 

The city council met Tuesday night 
with Mayor L. F. Wellman' presiding, 
councilmen Claude Wihion, Lafe Cook- 
ery, Charter Wellman and R. C. Bur-

The minutes showed that the 1922 tax 
book had been turned over to Marshal 
Cyrus. The total taxes thereon are 
$956S.26, and he reported about |2100 
collected. 

An ordinance was enacted conform- 
ing to the new Slate law prohibiting 
persons from appearing on the streets 
in bathing costumes. 

The section of the city recently cut 
off was taken hack Into the city lim- 
its.

Upon application of two or three 
citizens an order was made to drill 
and eyuip a public water well In the 
vicinity of the Masonic Hall. 

The gtata law regulating autonw- 
blles, trucka etc., a very lengthy doc- 
ument, was enacted Into a city ordi- 
nance. 

The city hall lot was ordered to be 
opened for the use of country people 
desiring to hitch their horses. A hitch- 
ing rack will l>e built.
